DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 and 12-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fail to disclose the invention as claimed. In particular, 
reference to Sato (JP 2000088270A) is the closet prior art but fail to disclose that a thickness of a 
wall on the downstream airflow side of the synthetic polymer case is formed thinner than a 
thickness of a wall of the upstream airflow side, and in that the wall on the downstream airflow 
side is formed to allow gas permeation of the antibacterial agent, in conjunction with other 
limitations in the claims . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
